Since. 1248, this ice-mountain must have 
somewhat diminished, w hile the glacier of 
the North Pole has be^nin lo erowin its turn. 
So far, the theory seems to be horn out hy 
facta. We know that the solid body of Arc- 
tic ice extends only 15 degrees from the 
pole, while tho Antaro.ticice extends over 
20 dof;reeR. Then loo the Southern ice 
seem.s'to be melting away. Ross and d'Ur- 
ville penetrated .several dej^rees further 
towards the South Pole than Cook and Des- 
fournaux were able to do 70 years before. 
Their charts show how the whole coast-line 
of the ice has receded. The Arctic also is 
steadily increasing. GreenJaiid, which once 
deserved its name, is now a winter-land, and 
its eastern coast, which was formerly colo- 
iiizeil, is now buried in the solid ice. The 
old navigators of the llith and iTlh centuries 
used as they say to reach the North Pole, 
which has not been done since.

Italian Revolution. 
The news from Italy i» of the mosi cheer- 
ing character. Everywhere Garibaldi is vic- 
torious. Ere long Italy, united and regene- 
rated ; Italy, from the Alps to the Adriatic 
and Mediierranear;, will be free, and will 
crown in Rome, .the .eternal metropolis of 
Italy, Victor Emmartoel as King. When 
that occurs, it will be one of the most e.x- 
traordinary events of modern times. Ponii- 
fical Rome will cease. - The temporal power 
of the Pope will begorie. Everything m 
rapidly tending that way. The two parties 
in Italy who are working for its regeneration 
both aim at the one cbject— united Italy 
They differ but as to the means. Garibaldi 
represents the E.xtremists. Popular revolu- 
tion i.s the means they propose to accomplish 
it. The Island of Sicily has been revolu- 
tionized. The Kingdom of Naples is sub- 
ject to Garibaldi, with the exception of 
Gaeta, a seaport si.xty raijes north of Naples, 
where a remnant of BomW's army remains. 
Sardinia has entered the Papal States, and 
totally routed the Papal troops. The French 
commander, Lamoriciere, has been defeated 
and fled, and the Papal States are virtually 
free, ^ven the Pope will withdraw from 
Rome— a startling event of itself. Next 
will be Venctia. To drive out Austria there, 
and the work of freedom will be completed 
by revolution. Till such be aocomplifhed, 
the Extremifts, with Garibaldi at their head, 
are not disposed to surrender the revolution- 
ized territories to Victor Emmanuel ; but 
to pre.seivo a provisional government till 
Italian Independence is secured. On the 
other hand, the Committee of Order, who 
are opposed to the Extremists— and who are 
represented by favour and Farini— advocate 
a more moderate course. They wish the 
" , - 1 c.„,o« In pHmain for the present under 
the sway of the Pope, anu reneim 
Austria, and in the meantime consolidate 
the other portions of Italy under Victor Em- 
manuel, and wait for a more opportune mo- 
ment to admit the Papal States and Venelia 
into the union. Garabaldi is opposed to llie 
views of the Moderates. So he lias asked 
Victor Emmanuel to remove Cavour and 
Farini from his cabinet, " as a sine qua jwn 
of a good understanding with Piedmont." 
Garibaldi is not disposed to allow Cavour 
and the Moderates to thwart his noble pur- 
po.ie— the entire freedom of his country. No 
reaction is anticipated from the differences 
between the two factions.

He left London in 
Doccmbor, M8, nnd' arrived hero in June, 
'49. With the oxcoption of ono or two little 
huta erected by the Hudson Buy Compimy 
on Wharf street, ho built the first house in 
Viotibria ontstdethefost. When ho arrived 
he was in the Company's service. He soon 
left it, and engaged in tnide,— in whieh h.) 
wns very successful— alike honored liy all 
for his industry and probity. Hnving early 
secured property in the eentre of the town, 
the sudden inlhix of population in '.08 hiis 
cnhnneed the value .,f real estate, and made 
Mr. I'atcs one of the wealthii st men in the 
eomitiy. Mr. Yiues had also the honor of 
being a member of the first Assembly of this 
colony— elected for Victoria district in 1856. 
On the dissolution of the Assembly ho was 
ropoatodly roquostod to allow himself to be 
put in nominaUoDi butowingtoHis intontlo.i 
to visit his native land this year, rclused.

Strike Aoainst Indian Lxbor. — Be- 
tween thirty and forty white laborers, em- 
ployed in the grading and metalling of Fort 
street, knocked ctf work yesterday afternoon, 
in consequence of the contractors employing 
a number of Indians upon the same job. 
The men complain that they wished to re- 
main here during the winter, and go to 
British Colombia in thespring, but that no.v 
they will have to leave if Indian labor is 
placed in competition with their own. The 
system of employing Indians to the exclu- 
sion of white men, is bad. It has prevented 
many a good man, who would eventually 
have bwught his family hither, from settling 
among us. The advocates of Indian labor 
claim that work done by them is cheaper, 
and consequently is of benefit to iho com- 
munity. But we are of opinion that it 
would be much more to our advantage if we 
were to encourage a thrifty white popula- 
tion, who would buy town lots, build cot- 
tase.s, bring their families hither and pay 
taxes rather than a horde of redskins, who 
spend their money for whisky, and never 
contribute a dollar towards the public 
treasury. ■ 

Colonial Thbatrb.— The excellent com- 
pany at the Colonial never fail in dra\ying a 
full house to witness their entertainments. 
Last evening the theatre was well filled. 
The great play of •'Ingomai," with Miss 
Sweet as Parthenia, and Mr. Beatty as Ingo- 
mar, was played.

A friend of ours who has booa n^Iniog in 
tho Cariboo diggings, onllod upon us yostor- 
day and gave an account of hi« expt'ri- 
once in those diggings during the past Hum- 
mor. His story is confirmatory of previous 
reports published by uh. 

Ho ruaelied tiuesiielle River on tin; lltli of 
May, nnd prospeeled along the banks of that 
stream, nnd found nothing t^i Jiislify his re- 
mninlDg. On Iho Oth of July, the ooiupnny 



to which ho belonged roachod Keithloy's 
Creek, and six miles from its mouth struck a 
fine prospept— as high in ono instance as §37 
to the pan. They commenced turning the 
crook, getting out sluioo lumber, etc., and 
got to work on tho 22d of August. The 
average yield in twenty-five days' work was 
S60 per day to tho hand. Owing to almost 
incessant rains during tho time tliu company 
were fit work, the sluices and wing-dams 
would frequently bo carried away by the 
swollen stream. The mining done was prin- 
cipally in tho bed of the crook. There tho 
coarsesl gold was found. Good prospects 
were also obtained from tho banks, and the 
pav-dirt was sometimes four and five feet 
thick. Tho gold found M'oighod from throe 
cents to ?4. No quicksilver.^was used— the 
gold being caught in the riffles. 

In the claL-n adjoining that of our inform- 
ant, O'Connor tnd Company were working. 
They were averaging $50 per day to tho 
hand. Near the mouth of the same creek, 
Capt. Bowen and hi.s company had one of 
the best claims so .''ar struck on the creek. 
They have been known to take out as high 
as SlOO to the hand in a day ; and their 
average was 873 a day to the man. 

Hazeltine's claim in in the hill ; the deep- 
er they drive their tunnel, the better the dill 
becomes. It is worked by means of hydrau- 
lic pipes and hose, the water being brought 
from a small creek in the mountains, about 
two miles off. When our friend passed, on 
the 2d of the present month, the company 
were hard at work, but had not cleaned up. 
The boys expected a large yield, however. 

Most of these claims will last through 
next summer, and some will yield a golden 
harvest to the treasure-seeker ifbr years to 
c.me. 

The Snow-shoe diggings, lately discovered, 
are on what is called the South Fork cf 
Keithley'.« Creek. Tney were struck in tho 
latter part of September by a queer old 
genius known as-'«TeXR8." The Fork runs 
around what is known as the Quartz Moun- 
tain, and several companies have started up 
to examine and report as^to their richness. 
Claims are reported to have been found that 
will pay from S25 loS30 per d.ny to the man ; 
but nothing is yet positively known of their 
e.xlent. 

Goose Creek is reported as paying well. 
A man named " Canada," ai d his partners, 
took out a large round bouldet Irom the bed 
of the creek, about the Isi of October, which 
contained about SlOO in gold. 

All the Iribularles of ilie Quest>«lle that 
have been pro-ipeeted, promise well. 

On the 2d of the present month, the day 
on which our friend left his claim, the cold 
was very severe. Water would free/.e over 
night in the houses atid on the creeks. Dur- 
ing tiieday large flakes of snow would fall, 
anil Ihe snow was five or six inches deep. 

Tliere was some talk of silver oto having 
been struck un one of the streams ; but the 
report neeils eonfirmalion. 

On Keithley's, there are .some large flats, 
but no farming land. The countiy .seems 
pectiliarlf adapted fur.-i mining country, and 
agri(Miltnrists woulil do but poorly. 

(;ambling hells are in full blast at the 
Forks of Quesnelle, and on Keilh'ey's and 
Harvey's Creeks. 

At the Cariboo, gum boots were selling at 
S25 por pair ; shovels, SI2 each ; picks, SlOj 
flour, S50 to 860 per 100 lbs.; bacon, SI per 
lb.: fresh beef, A'< to 50 cents ; ('hina sugar. 
SI per lb. 

The news is undoubtedly very encoura- 
ging, and hardly a miner we have conversed 

with bill e.vpresses his intention of returning 

in the spring and bringing his friends. In 
regard to the eorreetiK/ss of the statenieiils 
given above, we can vouch, Iroin a long per- 
sonal acquaintance with out informant, lor 
thcir'corrcctni'RS.
